About 290,000 more 
Kentuckians would be 
eligible for Medicaid

^4bout 289,000 more people in Kentucky would 
be able to get health insurance if the state opts to 
expand its Medicaid program up to 138 percent of 
the federal poverty level, as authorized by federal 
health-care reform, a new report from the Urban 
Institute has found. Just how many more Kentuck¬ 
ians would be affected by the possible expansion had 
previously been uncertain, with varying estimates. 

Of those eligible, 56,000 are parents and 232,000 are 
adults who don’t have dependent children, the report 
found. Those who are between the ages of 35 and 54 
have the most to gain in the state, with 78,000 newly 
eligible Kentuckians falling into that age bracket. The 
report, funded by the Robert Wood Johnson Founda¬ 
tion, says about 15 million more people nationwide 
could get health insurance under Medicaid expansion. 

Gov. Steve Beshear has said he will expend the 
program if the state can afford it, and is studying how 
much it would cost. The federal government will 
pay all the costs for the new eligibles at the through 
2016, but by 2020, states will be responsible for 10 
percent of those costs. For current eligibles, the state 
pays and would continue to pay about 30 percent. 

Though much of the discussion on expansion is 
based on whether states can afford it, “Exclusively 
monetary calculations ignore the potential human, 
financial and productivity benefits associated with im¬ 
proved access to affordable health care for the millions 
of low-income adults who lack health insurance cover¬ 
age and their families,” the study’s authors conclude. 

Add to this that according to a University of Ken¬ 
tucky report recently released, 21.5 percent of Lee 
Countians are uninsured. 


City might sell parts of cemetery 


The City of Beattyville might sell parts, even a 
large part, of the Rock of Ages Cemetery, Mayor John 
Smith discussed with the city council Monday night. 

Smith said that a person had approached him want¬ 
ing to buy two acres at $5,000 an acre. It would be 
road-side, next to the Carl Stepp property. 

Also, Smith said that another person has asked about 
buying most of the rest of the cemetery, though leaving 
intact the original cemetery site and as many plots that 
are in the Riverside Cemetery now. 

The council agreed that it would relieve it of a large 
debt, but it wants the property appraised first before 
making any decision. 

The city bought the property during the last admin¬ 
istration in anticipation of needing cemetery plots as 
Riverside was getting near full. 

However, the city paid a high premium for the prop¬ 
erty, and few people have purchased plots. 

It is a financial drain on the city, which has a cash¬ 
flow problem. 

Also during Monday night’s regular monthly meet¬ 
ing, the council approved an agreement to match funds 
for a city park on Miles Road. A grant from the Forest 
Service must be matched to the tune of $10,000. 


The land is from the Beattyville Housing and De¬ 
velopment Corporation. 

The park would include a walking trail and a play¬ 
ground. 

The council agreed to set the property tax rates as 
the same as last year, .39 cents per $100 of assessed 
value. 

The motor vehicle and watercraft rate is also un¬ 
changed, .30 cents per $100. 

Approval was given to show support for a new vet¬ 
erans hospital in the Fifth Congressional District. The 
facility might be located in Prestonsburg. 

Smith said consideration should be given to raising 
water tap on fees from $ 100 to $ 150. Also, the fee could 
be paid over time. The matter was tabled. 

The Arlington Road extension should be done in 
two to three weeks. 

Gary King has inquired about taking down the two 
old water tanks near the old plant, and possibly the 
one on KY 498. 

The city will look into the feasibility of this. 

Council Member Teresa Mays asked for monthly 
police reports, which used to be supplied.

Concerns about broadband again expressed 


The two citizens who have been most vocal about 
the low amount of broadband service available in Lee 
County, again told the fiscal court Monday that not 
enough is being done. 

Norma Moore and Phyllis McCord said that too few 
people can get the service, and asked about getting 
money back that has been spent on the project. 

Moore said that only 20 percent of the population 
can get broadband service, and said that was “not good 
enough. We need to do something. We don’t need to 
let them get away with that.” 

County Judge/Executive Steve Mays said that a 
recent public meeting answered some questions, and 
that the project is only in phase one of four. 

He said the service would come, not fast, but that it 
will come. Also, he said it might be provided by more 
than one company. He said he had held discussions 
with Peoples Rural Telephone Cooperative that pro¬ 
vides broadband in Jackson and Owsley counties. 

Also during Monday afternoon’s regular meeting of 
the fiscal court, Mays said that the county had received 


a good audit from the state, and invited everyone to 
come by the office for a copy. 

The sheriff’s office is requesting some new office 
items, possibly before October. Flooring needs to be 
replaced, and the department would also like to get 
three new desks. 

They might be able to get desks and cabinets from 
the Christian Appalachian Project, the department’s 
representative was told. 

The sheriff’s 2011 tax settlement was approved, 
subject to audit. 

The same was true for the treasurer’s settlement. 

Connie Caldwell was hired as a full time paramedic 
at $10.98 an hour. 

Deputy Coroner David Griffin’s salary of $200 
per month is to be paid out of the last payroll of each 
month. 

Solid Waste Coordinator Sharon Jackson said she is 
about to get started on the five-year plan, and that one 
dump is left to be cleaned. 


Counties to get mining permit 
and acreage fees 

Lqq County is receiving $300, and Owsley County is getting $4,441 in mining permit and acreage fees from 
the state of Kentucky. 

The state Department for Natural Resources collects the permit and fees and returns a portion of the fees to 
coal-producing counties for projects decided upon by the fiscal courts. 

Pike County received the most - $111,948, and McCreary County got the least - $62.50.

You can talk about 
legal issues with your children 
and have others in the group 
going through the same thing 
to help support you. These 
classes are faith based and in 


the Family Justice class we 
also have a few Lawyers who 
will give free advice in the 
process of reuniting you with 
your children. Please note we 
will not take sides in your case 
but will help with finding a 
medium were you can come 
and read Gods word and talk 
with others. Our life line class 
will help you deal with your 
addictions and help you as a 
gate way to Church and a life 
with Christ while kicking your 
addiction. These classes go 
together and are being done to 
help unite this community. I 
know that in this world it is on 
our shoulders to make this 
world better if not for our gen¬ 
eration but for our children. 
We ask that preachers come 
talk to people help us start your 
own groups in your churches. 
We can also help your church 
start your own Life line class 
and we can help people while 
you are training. Life line is a 
national program and it takes 
a lot of training and self- 
evaluation to start, but we are 
willing to help you. See our 
classes are about the commu¬ 
nity not us we need the church¬ 
es in this community to step 
up reach out for our Fathers 
lost sheep. Let’s have a re¬ 
vival here let us reach into the 
hearts of so many and bring 
God into their lives. I know 
some preachers work other 
jobs and have families of their 
own but it is time now to stop 
worrying about what you’re 
doing and unite this commu¬ 
nity you are the tenders of the 
flock so much depends on each 
of you. If not with life line 
something else let the houses 
of God in this community be 
just that a place where anyone 
can come and worship God 
without the congregation judg¬ 
ing them. I know it’s hard 
when I started my life line 
classes I ask for the Church’s 
prayers. Some would not even 
do that now a year later I real¬ 
ize how important it is for me 
to continue. Not for no other 
reason but someone has to we 
have so many hurting children 
so many people out there that 
want a way out. Good people 
who for some reason just 
messed up they could not 
handle it so they found a way 
out with a pill, drink, or even 
gambling. This destroyed 
their families their children 
suffer and others who just 
could not for some reason keep 
their marriages together, and 
find there selves fighting a 
system that just is not fair to 
protect their children. I was 
told by someone once who was 
going to help us that he just did 
not have time. Listen God has 
given each of us great respon¬ 
sibility to love each other in 
His name do you really want 
to stand on judgment day and 
say I did not have time. Me I 
don’t want to let’s start here 
change our community others 
may follow then your time 


could have changed the world. 
In Matthew chapter seven 
versus nine through twelve 
“Which of you, if his son ask 
for bread, will give him a 
stone? Or if he asks for a fish’ 
will give him a snake? If you 
do then, though you are evil, 
know how to give good gifts 
to your children. How much 
more will your Father in heav¬ 
en give good gifts to those who 
ask him! So in everything, do 
to others what you would have 
them do to you, for this sums 
up the law and the Prophets”.

Well the Olympics are 
over. The USA left with the 
most medals and “ The Star 
Spangled Banner” was played 
for the all important Basket¬ 
ball Gold Medal Ceremony 
for both men and women. It’s 
time to return to regular pro¬ 
gramming and reruns instead 
of sharing, via time delay, 
in the “thrill of victory and 
agony of defeat” as athletes 
vied for world recognition. I 
think the youngest was 14 and 
the oldest was in his 70s. For 
the 14 year old, life was still 
pretty much what her parents 
said it was and for the 70 year 
old, life was pretty much in 
the past. I can’t imagine just 
how differently each looked at 
participating in the Olympics. 

How much time, effort, 
money, focus, and desire 
went into just being able 
to have the opportunity to 
compete, not win mind you, 
just to compete? There are 
no guarantees or promises 
when in a competition. Even 
the machine like Michael 
Phelps stumbled in his quest 
to be the world’s greatest 
swimmer. He got right back 
in the pool and ended things 
with a bang, but there were 
many who were only in a 
single event and not pro- 
j ected to medal or be competi¬ 
tive who took their shot and 
failed to win or even place. 

Most of the ten thousand 
athletes failed to medal with¬ 
out a dramatic hamstring pull 
or challenge of a judge’s de¬ 
cision. They weren’t the first 
handicapped Olympic Athlete 
or the sole representative of 
their nation. They trained 


hard, gave up much, and com¬ 
mitted their lives to be on the 
world stage, give it their best 
shot, then quietly, without the 
vast majority of the world even 
acknowledging them, fade 
back into their lives. Some 
of these athletes have done 
this for multiple Olympics. 

In our culture of honoring 
the winners and forgetting 
2 nd and 3 rd place, it’s dif¬ 
ficult to imagine why folks 
would make such sacrifices 
to be even less than “also ran 
athletes”. I think there are at 
least two reasons. The first; be 
the best you can be, and hope 
against hope the other athletes 
have a bad day. The second: 
the journey to being the best 
you can be and competing 
against the best in the world 
is a victory in itself. In either 
of those two thoughts, I think 
there is a lesson for more of 
us than the lessons of win¬ 
ning Gold or another medal. 

Think about it. This was 
a chance for many to travel 
to London and be at all the 
events; to travel to all the ath¬ 
letic qualification events and 
meet new people while hav¬ 
ing new experiences outside 
their normal sphere of friends 
and hometowns. Scary? I’ll 
bet it was to many of them. 
But they persevered, over¬ 
coming their doubts and fears 
to be on that stage. They 
had opportunities to learn 
new ways of seeing things. 

From their example, think of 
the things you’d like to try but 
are afraid of failing at. Think 
of what you’ll gain, just by 
trying.

EKU Soccer 
team holds 
clinic in Lee 
county 

Head coach Lindsay Basaly- 
ga and members of the Eastern 
Kentucky University women’s 
soccer team participated in a 
soccer clinic at Lee County 
High School last week as part 
of the university’s regional 
stewardship program. 

“I think the experience was 
great for everyone involved,” 
Basalyga said. “All of the 
younger kids were hugging 
our college players at the end 
of the clinic, and we could 
tell that they were extremely 
grateful that we made the trip 
to Lee County to train them.” 

Glenna Cummins, the Lee 
County District Athletic Di¬ 
rector, echoed Basalyga’s 
sentiments. 

“It was an awesome experi¬ 
ence for our students to learn 
how to play soccer,” Cum¬ 
mins said. “The EKU group 
was great at working with the 
students and showing them the 
basics. Lee County Schools 
appreciates and thanks the 
EKU soccer team and Lind¬ 
say for giving our students 
this opportunity to learn and 
have fun.” 

During the first hour of the 
clinic, Basalyga, along with 
assistant coaches Chris Swift 
and Adam Kleman and players 
Tess Akgunduz, Nicole Don¬ 


nelly, Lauren Fant, Brittany 
Nomady and Hayley Wright, 
taught elementary-age kids 
the technical components of 
the game (dribbling, passing, 
receiving) and then held two 
scrimmages in which each 
team had an EKU player on the 
field with them at all time. 

“We could tell the younger 
players had never really played 
soccer before and were un¬ 
comfortable with the ball at 
their feet,” Basalyga said. “By 
the end, though, they were 
all laughing and enjoying the 
activities that we were run¬ 
ning them though. It was very 
gratifying.” 

The EKU contingent then 
focused more on soccer tech¬ 
nique with high school-age 
players, which included stu¬ 
dents from both Lee County 
High School and neighboring 
Estill County High School. 
During that session, partici¬ 
pants ran through 1 vs. 1 and 
2 vs. 2 drills before concluding 
with an 8 vs. 8 scrimmage. 


Donnelly, a 2010 first team 
All-Ohio Valley Conference 
forward, left with the impres¬ 
sion that she and her team¬ 
mates helped make soccer a bit 
more popular in Lee County. 

“I think the clinic made a 
huge impact because at the end 
of the day we asked the kids 
who all would now want to 
play soccer and a lot of them 
raised their hands with so 
much excitement,” Donnelly 
said. “It was an honor for 
me to spread our love of the 
game.” 

Lee County High School 
does not have a large enough 
enrollment to field a football 
team in the fall, but soccer 
teams could be a reality in the 
near future, Cummins said. 

Mark Reese, the EKU Ex¬ 
tension Agent who helped co¬ 
ordinate the clinic, noted that 
it was important for the Lee 
County community to have 
a fall sport to rally around, 
and he hoped that the clinic 
would help them build towards

GRITTY DETERMINATION 


Dry eye syndrome is 
characterized by persistent 
dryness that makes eyes look 
red and feel gritty, as if they 
were coated with a foreign 
substance. While the cause 
may be a chronic condition 
that is not completely curable, 
dry eyes can be managed 
with artificial tears and 
other measures. Prescription 
eye drops containing the 
drug cyclosporine may 
help increase natural tear 
production. Another treatment 
involves tiny hydroxypropyl 
cellulose beads that are 
placed in the pocket of each 
lower eyelid. As the beads 
dissolve, they continuously 
release moisture throughout 
the day. In addition, temporary 
or permanent silicone plugs 
inserted in the eyelids’ lacrimal 
(tear) drainage ducts help 
keep moisture on the eyes 
by preventing tears from 
draining away too quickly.

It may not have been the 
Olympics, and the competitors 
may not have been vying for 
gold medals, but county pride 
was on the line as employees 
from the state highway garag¬ 
es in the Department of High¬ 
ways District 10 participated 
in the seventh annual Equip¬ 
ment Roadeo on Wednesday, 
Aug. 8.
